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The following is the Report of your committee, and is re- 
spectfully submitted. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Miss Fannie EK. Brown has taught during the entire year, 
and, as far as your committee know, has dene her work 
faithfully and well. 


DISTRICT NO. il. 


This school bas been rather unfortunate in having had 
sickness among scholars and teacher. The first five weeks 
of the school was under the charge of Miss Myrta M. Jones, 
who gave promise of teaching an excellent school. She 
wag succeeded by Miss Jennie U. Elliott, who completed 
the term. 


The Fall and Winter terms were taught by a young 
teacher, Miss A. Viola Haton. The school appeared well 
and made fair progress. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 


This school was fortunate in securing the services of 
their teacher of last year, Miss Fannie A. Darrah, who has 
the faculty of making her pupils do much and do it well. 
During the entire year compositions have been written by 
most of the scholars and they show marked improvement 
in every direction. 
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New school-furniture has been added to the school-room 
and many improvements made, making it a model school- 
room. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


Miss Lizzie M. McAfee taught the Summer term and 
proved herself an efficient teacher in every respect. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss Mary E. 
Manning. The school made good progress in all studies. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


Miss Flora E. Hunt, an old teacher in this district although 
young in years, has taught during the entire year, and her 
school is an excellent one. 

Written examinations of a rigid character were used 
during the winter term, and the scholars acquitted them- 
selves in a commendatory manner. 


DISMETOTION Oo V15 


Miss Bessie P. Fuller has taught both Summer and Win- 
ter terms, and has given generai satisfaction so far as your 
committee knows. The examinationin Grammar was wn- 
usually good. 


’ DISTRICT NO. VII. 


This school was under the charge of Miss Mary A. Walker 
during the entire year. 
In some respects the teacher failed to meet the require- 
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ments of the scholars, but as a rule she did well and some 
progress was made by the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


The entire year was taught by Miss Hortensia McMillen. 
The scholars improved tlieir time well mn study and in most 
respects made marked progress This school is the ban- 
ner school of Merrimack in attendance, having the largest 
percentage, and not a tardy mark during the entire school 
year of twenty-seven weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 


Miss Anne A. Marsh taught the entire year. 

I wish that what was said of District No. VIII in re- 
gard to attendance might be said of this school, but the 
reverse must be said. For attendance this is the poorest 
school in town, as it was last year, and ‘no district in town 
is so well situated for convenience to school-house. Sick 
ness during the summer term was the principal cause of 
absence, and is a proper excuse. The teacher worked 
hard, but felt many times almost discouraged. Those 
scholars who attended regularly made fair advancement tn 
their studies.

Miss Lucy Bowers has taught the entire year, and during 
the visits made the school seemed to be hard at work and 
making good progress.

DISTRICT NO. XII. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Mary J. Manahan. 
Fair improvement was evidently made. The Fall and 
Winter terms were under the care of Miss Ada M. Clarke. 
This school is a good one and has done well. Nothing 
unpleasant has come up during the year that your com- 
mittee is aware of. The examination was thorough and 
satisfactory. 


The whole number of children between the ages of five 
and fifteen,on the first day of April, as returned by the 
Selectmen, was one hundred and fifty-two, numbered in 
the several School Districts, as follows:

The amount raised by taxation for school purposes in the 
town of Merrimack for 1880-81 was $1,532 57 
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in District No. 12 $23.02 extra money was raised, 

Districts Nos. 6 and 12 received from Amherst (they 
being some kind of a union district) the following sums 
respectively : $16.93 and $31.23. No. 10 received about 
$30.00 from the town of Bedford, making the total amount 
of school money expended in this town not far from 
$1900 during the past year. This is the largest sum of 
money expended for any one object during the year and 
has been disbursed in the most careless manner. As soon 
as the money is apportioned to the several districts the 
Selectmen draw and sign a general order for the Town 
Treasurer to pay the amount due the district to the Pru- 
dential Committee of the same. The Treasurer pays the 
money without any further instructions or demands. The 
result is that during the past year every or nearly every 
teacher has received her pay illegally. 

The following law is a check on the teacher and should 
be enforced. 

“Every teacher, at the close of his school and at the end 
of each term thereof, SHALL make a return of such register 
or record to the school committee of the town, who shall 
give to him a certificate thereof ; and NO TEACHER shall re- 
ceive payment for his services until such certificate is 
produced and delivered to the Prudential Committee.” 
General Statutes, Chapter 81, Section 15. 

As a consequence of the neglect of this law the school 
registers are made out in an imperfect manner and left 
any Where the teacher may happen to be. 

The Franklin series of arithmetic were introduced and 
adopted during the summer term, and are giving univer- 
sal satisfaction as far as your committee can learn. 

A change of readers should be made as soon as possible, 
the series now in use being faulty in grammar and the 
lower books containing many vulgarisms. 

There isa great lack of school apparatus throughout the 
town, such as maps, glohes, &c., and at the next annual 
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town meeting you are asked to raise the sum of $150.00 
to be expended for that purpose. 

Again I would urge the citizens of Merrimack to abol- 
ish this present pernicious school system and adopt the 
town system, and have a Board of Hducation; let us at 
least have the latter. 

Your committee has made sixty-three official visits during 
the year.
